We 
gladly  pass  it  on  to  our  readers.) 

(For  several  years  I  have  been 
sending  out  a  Christmas  pamphlet 
in  which  I  have  been  trying  to  in¬ 
terpret  the  Incarnation  for  our 
day  as  I  see  this  all-important 
matter.  Circumstances  do  not  per¬ 
mit  me  to  have  my  word  put  into 
leaflet  form  this  year.  I  am,  Inw- 
ever,  writing  three  articles  on  the 
same  theme  and  with  the  same 
pur|K>se  in  the  hope  that  the  pa¬ 
pers  to  which  they  are  sent  can 
see  their  way  to  publish  them.) 

People  generally  understand  of 
course  that  the  word  “gospel- 
means  “good  news.-  A  popular 
gos|>cl  song  of  some  years  ago 
said.  “Tell  me  the  old,  oid  story." 
The  word  “old-  as  used  here 
means  that  the  gospel  story  has 
been  tried  through  the  ages  and 
found  to  be  thoroughly  trust¬ 
worthy  and  satisfying.  In  this 
sense,  the  word  “old"  is  of  oours* 
a  most  worthy  one  and  one  that 
is  in  complete  harmony  with  the 
facts  of  long,  repeated  and  well- 
tried  experience. 

Tliere  is  another  sense,  how¬ 
ever,  in  which  the  story  of  the 
gospel  is  perpetually  and  eternally 
new,  I  mean  to  say  that  it  is  a 
love  story,  and  that  love  is  always 
new  and  grows  more  so  with  age 
It  is  fresher  and  even  more  mean¬ 
ingful  with  the  passing  years. 
This  is  true  in  the  case  of  love  be¬ 
tween  a  man  and  a  woman,  and 
the  love  between  parent  and 
child.  When  responded  to  by  with 
and  personal  surrender,  it  is  in¬ 
finitely  more  so  in  case  of  a  per¬ 
sonal  human  soul  and  its  father 
Creator. 

This  must  be  what  the  sainted 
Augustine  had  in  mind  when  lie 
cried  out  in  his  Confessions.  “O 
God,  thou  has  made  us  for  thy¬ 
self,  and  our  souls  are  restless  un¬ 
til  they  find  rest  in  thee."  The 
essential  Christmas  story  an¬ 
nounces  an  indescribable  climax 
in  Ihe  approach  of  God  to  man,  a 
love  story  whose  depth,  whose 
height,  whose  fulness,  whose  ridi- 
ness,  whose  power,  and  whose 
glory  can  never  be  known  or  ex¬ 
pressed.

Not  many  people,  including 
many  intelligent  churchmen  of  all 
faiths,  seem  to  realise  it,  but 
Jesus  was  a  great  teacher  of  eco¬ 
nomics.  If  modern  parents  were 
to  follow  His  teachings,  in  training 
their  children,  many  of  the  ills 
of  this  society  would  disappear 
like  snow  beneath  a  hot  sun. 

Jesus  taught  that  there  are 
many  kinds  of  wealth.  There  is  a 
wealth  of  experience.  There  is  a 
wealth  that  conies  with  a  content¬ 
ed  mind.  There  is  a  wealth  that 
comes  from  physical  health  and 
beauty.  There  is  a  wealth  that 
comes  from  having  character.  We 
know,  loo,  that  there  is  a  wealth 
of  influence  that  comes  to  a  man 
who  masters  his  field,  whatever 
it  may  be,  just  as  there  is  a 
wealth  lliat  comes  from  control¬ 
ling  a  great  industry,  alhough  the 
man  who  controls  it  may  have  no 
ownership  of  it,  as  frequently  is 
the  case.

Why  A  Southern 
Baptist  Encyclopedia? 

No*  a  few  have  aaked  why  a 
Southern  Baptist  Encyclopedia? 

Let  it  be  laid  that  an  aU-in- 
cluaive  Baptist  Encyclopedia  is 
more  desirable.  The  same  can  be 
j  said  for  an  Encyclopedia  of  Ameri- 
J  j  can  Baptists.  Then  why  not  aim 
:  for  the  more  desirable?  Die  an- 
swer  lies  in  these  facts. 

1.  It  is  not  practicable  finan¬ 
cially.  The  overhead  editorial  cost, 
plus  the  increased  cost  of  public- 
cation,  pushes  the  dollars  necessary 
beyond  the  ability  of  any  resour¬ 
ces  that  might  become  available 
for  such  a  venture.  Further  mare, 
it  should  bbe  remembered  that  ] 
many  more  people  would  purchase  j 
an  encyclopedia  of  their  own  Con-  j 
sent  ion  than  of  all  of  them.  There 
are  two  reasons  for  this:  (1)  Price;  I 
(2)  They  have  more  interest  in 
their  own. 

2.  It  is  possible  to  produce  a ! 
Southern  Baptist  Encyclopedia  in 
five  years.  It  would  take  more  j 
than  twice  as  long  to  produce  one 
of  larger  coverage.  The  quickest 1 
way  to  develop  a  world  Baptist  En- 1 
cyclopedia  is  for  us  to  create  a  I 
Southern  Baptist  Encyclopedia. 

If  we  do  this  through  the  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance. I 
|  other  Baptist  bodies  could  be  en¬ 
listed  to  do  what  we  will  have 
done  In  twenty-five  years  in  that 
way  this  can  have  grown  into  the 
larger  work. 

J.  Those  who  are  acquainted  with 
the  differences  that  are  real  with-  * 
in  the  life  of  our  several  Baptist  1 
bodies  will  quickly  recognize  the  j  . 
practical  editorial  problems  that  , 
would  be  created  by  the  more  I  , 
inclusive  venture  Once  each  body  I 
has  committed  the  facts  of  its  life  L 
to  a  statement  in  an  encyclopedic j  ( 
format,  then  the  Baptists  of  the !  j 
world  will  be  at  the  point  of  begin- 1  , 
ning  to  uni  er  stand  each  other.

ITALIAN  PROTEST  ANTS 
WIN  COURT  VICTORY 

Rome  (RN6) — Italy’s  Supreme 
Court  rules  here  that  police  de¬ 
crees  dating  hack  to  Fascist  days 
which  restrict  freedom  of  worship 
were  "automatically  abrogated” 
by  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution 
in  1248  which  contains  religious 
freedom  guarantees.
